and Derelict*.

Such was the purport of a warning 


to all ships which waa radiated from 
the wireless aerials of an Atlantic 
liner on* balmy night, bald in outline 
and conveying little to th* averag* 
landsman. 
But what of the hidden 


menace behind those words? asks a 
writer In the New Vort Herald-Trib- 
une. 


From time to Urn*, when disaster 


overtake* some palatial liner, we art 
reminded of the dang*ra of the tea 
Jtn'd'of the vital part played by wire- 
less as a llve-savlnc agent. But what 
of the hundred of other ocean casual- 
ties which occur every year? 


'These casualties are equally disas- 


trous, from the 'point of view of th* 
total )o»s of life and property Involved, 
but they are on such small scales In- 
dividually that they are considered 
relatively unimportant and we never 
bear anything about them. 
•'We never hear either of the part 
played by wireless In these cases, or 
of ;the part It plays subsequently—per- 
haps months or years later—!n pre- 
venting major disasters wnlch may 
easily result from a minor casualty, 
«uch as that recorded In oar opening 
paragraph. 


, Wireless Plays Important-Part. 


.let wireless communication con- 
tinues to play an Increasingly Impor- 
tant part In the safeguarding of llf* 
and property at «ea, and In this srtlcl* 
It Is proposed to deal with some little 
.known phases of wireless activity 
which are in constant operation out on 
the broad Atlantic, far beyond the rim 
•f the horizon. 
. T h e busiest ocean route In the world 
Is.that followed across the north At' 
iantlc by the great liners which ply 
between Europe and New. Tort. Dur- 
ing the busy season a* many as 40 
liners of different nationalities may 
be: arriving at and leaving the termi- 
nal ports on either:side every week- 
end. Added to this number there are 
countless cargo vessels, or freighters. 


All these ships follow well-defined 


tnicks or lanes across the ocean— 
tales which are as definitely laid out 
and as rigidly followed as a main 
state highway on land. 


itt It were possible to asc«n.d,lft a 


great height In an airship. so'flSt'a 
bird's-eye view of the whole Atlantic 
vonld be obtained, the observer would 
see two-endless line* of ships but.* 
tow miles apart—onJB line bound west 
and the other bound east. 


Danger* t* Navigation. 


With this enormous collection *f 


•nipping constantly moving to and 
fro a very close watch Indeed can be 
kept-upon dangers to navigation, and 
warnings can be broadcast by wireless 
to inform other ships as to th* exact 
nature and position of tb«*e dangers. 


And what are these mysterious dan- 


gers to navigation? 


We have all heard «f -flotsam and 


Jetsam,-* but bow many of us know the 
meaning of the expression, and that 
It originated among sailer*? Fi*t*r.ai 
nay be anything which floats, aaj 
may have originated near the sbwre 
and been washed out to sea. Jetsam 
Is also anything which win float and 
the term Is usually applied t* some- 
thlcg which has been thrown over- 
board, or jettisoned, from<a jhlp at 
sea. 


Many small freighter* put t* seax 


with _"deck cargoes'—that Is. cargo 
which,' for want of space below. I* 
atowed on deck. Timber Is frequently 
carried In thla fashion, also bulky ma- 
chinery which cannot, on account of 
Its site, be lowered down a hatch. If; 
n vessel carrying such n carg* encoun- 
ters a violent storm her deck cargo 
way be torn adrift and washed over- 
board by hug* waves, or It aaay. for 
the nafrty of the shin, be cut adrift 
»» th* crew and Jettisoned.

Surprising a* It may (ten*. ouch 


derelict* .remain afloat Ilk* thl* some*

Ther* are always 


such derelicts moving about th* At- 
lantic, mostly In unfrequented regions. 
but occasionally they make their ap- 
pearance upon the great ahlpplng lanes, 
and to wireless the credit Is due that 
they do no harm. 


It might be thought that a dam- 


aged veisel, abandoned to become a 
derelict, would not move very far 
from Its position at the time of aban- 
donment, and would, therefore, b* 
quit* easy to avoid. Rnch, however, 
Is fsr from being tb* csse. 


Another grave danger which has t*) 


b* faced annually by the navigator* 
«f our great liner* and freighter* I* 
that of collision with icebergs. 


le*n*rg* Oraat Danger. 


From the time an Iceberg break* 


•drift from the foot of its parent gla- 
cier till the time It reaches the maw 
shipping lane*, a period of two years 
generally elapses, but *very year, en 
being released from their winter Im- 
prisonment, they swoop down past 
Newfoundland and reach the Grand 
Banks about March.

: Ice patrol service. This service Is con- 
ducted on behalf of all the nations 
concerned by the United States gov- 
ernment, which sends out the revenue 
cutters "Seneca." "Modoc" and "Tam- 
pa" every year to patrol the Ice re- 
gion In relays until all signs of th* 
Ice hare disappeared. 
' 


During the season .one of these cut- 


ters Is always on duty, cruising over 
the danger area, noting new icebergs 
•as they arrive and following the move- 
ment* of those already reported. 


Twice a day the Ice patrol sends out 


by wireless a detailed report of all 
Icebergs known to. be In the region, 
and, with these reports to go by, ship* '-• 
which bav* t* cross the danger zone j 
are enabled to do so with a pretty j 
accurate knowledge of the where- i 
•bents *f all the Icebergs In the rl- 
cralty. 


Wlr*l**s Beacon Station*. 


Most countries have now estab- 


lished special wireless beacon stations 
which. Ilk* lighthouses, send ont a 
characteristic signal by means of 
which they can be Identified: The di- 
rection Under Is brought to bear oa 
this signal and the ship's bearing 
from th* beacon thus established with 
extraordinary accuracy. 8* accurate 


. and relfabl* Is th* modern direction 


finder. In fact, that ship* regularly 
steer by It alone when they hav* to 
make a dangerous landfall, such, for 
Instance, a* th* Nurncket Light Tea- 
sel, In dense fog. 


Probably one *f tb* most spectacu- 


lar uses of the direction Under, how- 
ever. I* In th* location of ships In 
dlstres*. If a marine radio operator 
bears a distress .call h* will Jump to 
hi* direction fader and lauwdlately 
take the bearing of th* Incoming sig- 
nals. It had best h* dene right away 
In case th* ship la trouble-has had her 
hull pierced. In which case the dynn- 
sso room will soon be flooded and 
power for th* wtreJes* 4rsnsmltter 
will fall.
